LOBDOa, May 23.— The following is the 

true accsunt of tbe fighting which has 

been taking place between the .Munten»- 
grins and the Albanian mountaineers in 
theea parte. About two moatha age the 



monntaini'i-rs of iLe ^l ialla and Sciostri 
tribe, and about three weeks after some 
hundred men of that tribe entesed the 
town at night by tha guard-bouse on tha 
Kisi roa<C Being challenged by tha 
sentnr, they firad and killed him. Tha 
guard turned out and a akirmish ensued, 
the troops liuirying up from the Konak 
GovernmtMit-huiise. to assist their comrades. 
The mountaineers suou retired with an al* 
leged loss of only one man, but the poor 
soldiers are supposed to have Inst at least 
20 killed and wounded. The affair, whioh 
resulted on tha side of the mountaineera 
with an intimation to Abdi Pasha that they 
still considered him personally responsible 
for the inuijerof tlieir comrades, and sn 
the side of the Turks by the men of that 
tribe not being allowed to come to Scutari 
for market— this affair, I say, must not ba 
confounded with that of the Kastrati, an- 
other Bonian Catholio tribe, which hap« 
pened only three weeks ago. On that occa- 
sion a report having been j^ot up that the 
Montenegrins had killed a Kastrati moun- 
taineer on the branch of the lake belonging 
to that tribe, there was a rush to Scutari 
to kill tbe first influential Montenegrin 
thay could gat bold of. They knew 
of Yerbitsa being there, and ba 
had v\nrniiig to go away a waak 
beforebiiiid. us lio.stilities were always ex- 
pected. Well, five men outran tho rest of 
the tribe, and, tindiog a boat on tbe lake, 
rowed round to the Boyana bridge, shut 
Verbitta, cried out to the paasere-by, " Do 
not meddle with no, wa bava taken our 
blood," and, fbllowed by a dropping, irreg- 
ular fire from the laptiehs, ran back to 
where 400 of their companions were wait- 
ing Just outside the town to cover tbeir re- 
treat. 

On receipt of this intellige^ea. tba 
Montenegriaa atarted across tba laka ia 
nine loudrae (ligbtera) of about forty 
men each, and attacked the Kastrati ter- 
ritory, killing and wounding six men 
and two women, but losing on their 
retreat upward of a dozen men. This 
is the only serious fighting that has oc- 
curred. Of course, wherever the Montene- 
grins find a mountaineer they kill him, and 
vice versa, but all the rest of the accounts 
which have been published must have been 
gotten by the proces^s of rolling the snow- 
ball .\~ for the arrival of .Miistaplia .\7.\in 
Pasha, lie was sent by tho Sultan tu in(|uire 
into the Seialla and Sciostri affair in w hich 
Abdi Pasha, the Qovemor General, , has 
played a very poor role. The Seiitarinee 
are fUrious about tbe death of Verbitta, as 
they consider themselves insulted by the 
mountniiieers, Vurbit/.a being looked upon 
as tlieir guest. The Mussulmans of Scu- 
tari, although hereditary enemies of the 
Montenegrins, are far the bitterest about it, 
which says a great daal for their good feel- 
ing; but, of oourae, as is known, a tIoIb- 
lion of the laws of hospitality is a much 
loveral offense in the eyes of a .Mussulman 
than of a Christian. .\s regards all these 
things frotu a po'.iMial ]ioint of view. I 
still think, as I always have thought, that 
the Austrians are at tbe back of the 
Roman Catholio tribee in all these matters. 
Through the priesta they havean unlimited 
influence over them, and they would like 
to see Albania in such a state that they 
could "call themselves in ■ for iis p.'tcih- 
lation as in tbe case of Bosnia and ller/.o- 
guvina, and the Prince of .Montenegro s 
injudicious, not to say bigoted, re- 
fusal to altow tba Catholio priesu 
to offieiate at mass in the capital of bia 
principality has made the Albanians furi- 
ous, and played into .Vn-iria's bands. As 
lor Turkish affairs, the arrival id' .MuMtapha 
A/im I'lisliH woiill be a blessing if he 
should be appointed Vali in the place 
of the waak and wurtideaa Abdi, 
,but up till BOW ha haa merely aummoaed 
the chief of tha Roillan Catholio tribes to 
Scutari, a Hiimnioni which \' ill piobal ly 
not be obeyed by any but those whoso tribes 
tecid tlieir tiui ks in the /u lirima and soiiib 
of .VluHsio, aui have to pa^s tbl0^gh Scutari 
iivery tinnroer «R Ibtir ratifm to . tbair 
mouBtaiA bomaa.

It 
is not likely, however, that tlic Cliinest 
Oovemment will agree to this rectification 
of the ftontiar, unless very fbrcibly pa^ ' 
siiaded to it. A telegram from 
Zaisan stales that the Cossacke havs 
been reinfor.el, and also that 
large orders for Hour from ilie Chlness 
Amban have been refused by order of th( 
Russian authorities. Trade generally at 
Tcbugutchak, %e frontier town, has been 
almost killed, in consequence of the diffi- 
cultiee encountered by the Russian and 
Tartar merchants in getting the Cblneat 
paper ^credit-notes paid in silver. The 
AmbatT, or Chinese Chief of the Tarbagatal 
District, established this paper ciirreney 
for the sole lienefit of tbe Russians, on tbt 
ground of an insufficiency of silver coin- 
age, and now tbe Russians are baYlag 
tbeir paper notea atowly takea np 
by installments in return fbr B 
Hilvir c.'in. which, although wiuih mOW 
than tbe paper, is also of ratluT doiihtfUl 
value. But the snained rebitimis between 
the traders are net so serious n- tbe open 
lioatllity between the military element of 
the two eouBtries. The Cossacks and tht 
undisciplined Chhieea aaldiary have Ara- 
quenily of late come to baad-to-baad flght* 
ing, having killeil and wounded on both 
sides; and the Cus-iicks have u ore than 
once pursued the Celesiiale up tu the veiy

The prospect, se flsr as It oan bs Judnod 
at the present monsnt, is encouraging. The 
wheat crop sttraots the most attention be- 
cavise it afl'onU tbs largest proportion of 
the fo (1 ex|M)i ta. Last year it was ex- 
ceptionally large, bsing 602,000,000 busb- 
els, agahist 883,000,000 bushels in 1881, 
ami showing an avci-.iLTC of :i.'> 1.000, 000 
bushels for the last ten ^eara The iadi- 
eations are now elear that it will be mneb 
loss tl.aii Inst ye;»r. The nontral 
!Staie<i of Ohio. Iii<iiuiia. Illinois and 
Missouri, which a lew yi ms since furniahed 
nearly forty per cent, of the annual 
produetion, will this year yield flrom 20 to 
25 per cent, less than the average erop. 
Against this, however, there must he put a 
considemi'lp irnin in Wisponsin, Inwa and 
Minncsnta. an l a liirio jjain in Cnl.iradi), 
Uiah, Cali'orni.a nn'l t!ie vmIIi-v of the 
Columbia, with an a)>)>rocinlilo ^n'ln in some 
of tlie Southern States. Taking these into 
account, the conclusion is reasonable that 
we shall have a wheat crop larger than the 
average often, oreveniive. vrars hack. 
On the other hand, the com orfip, tlmni^h it 

yot eioly to iii'l/o dcfiiiitply nf it^< 
peota, i.i rpjotcd almo'-t uiiifonnly 
as hotter thuu that of last yea'-, and 
likely to approach that of IHSO, when 
it wa.s CKCoptional. This is partly due to 
a prevailing tendency to replace wheat by 
com and to feed the latter. The imporU 
anos of f his clintiRc can bp -o'-n at a glance 
wlicn !t is 1 eiiieinhetcd that of the enor- 
iMoin cnrii .-rcij) of IHSO, over l.TOH.OOO.OOO 
biialiels, we exported only some $')0,00(>,- 
000 worth, while during the same periitd 
we exported over (105,000,000 worth of 
bacon, bans, and pork. The eifliot upon 
internal commerce and production is 
even more striking, though it can not be 
conipuieil in exact fi^cnres. The introduc- 
tion of corn and other crops in the South, 
which is going on in a remarkable de- 

f;ree, is partioularlv profitable, for, while 
t does not seriousff diminish tbs gross 
production of ootton, it renders that ssstton 
noticeably more independent, and assures a 
greater variety of resources and a better 
prospect of Ktcndy returns to the farmers. 

The most notable and significant feature 
of our extensive reports is the excellent 
reason they afford for the most hopeful 
view ia regard to tbs gsnsral eropo other 
than tkoss whisb sntsr a»ost largely into 
the exports. Thus there is a very 
remarkable increase In the acreage and 
in the probable yield of the crop of oats;
